ARGEST CARGO 
OF MERCHANDISE. 


TRANSHIPPED BY RAIL BUT 
NEXT GOES BY CANAD. 


Bringing the largest cargo of mer- 
chandise ever received at this port 
from New York, the steamer Lyra of 
the Luckenbach line arrived tonight 
from Balboa. She has 35600 tons and 
will be in port discharging about a 
week. About half the cargo is iron 
and steel and the remainder mer- 


cargo on Lyra was 
transhipped at Panama by rail used 
exclusively by the Lauckenbach line. 
The American-Hawail steamer Ne- 
braska which sailed for Balboa to- 
day will discharge her cargo on 
barges for transhipment through the 
canal. By use of both the barges and 
railroad, the Panama officials are able 
to keep traffic moving until the time 
arrives when the canal is opened. 

The last of the cargo of the Amer- 
ican-Hawaliian line from Salina Cruz 
will be brought here from San Fran- 
cisco by the steamer Nevadan. The 
clean-up along the Tehruntepec rail- 
road has errived at San Francisco 
aboard the British steamer Strathdon 
and the Los Angeles portion will be 
transhipped here. The Strathdon was 
chartered by the British interests con- 
troling the railroad, when hostilities 
in Mexico closed the  Tehauntepec 
the American-Hawalian 
line will operate via the Magellan and 
Panama routes until the canal is 
opened. It will aleo be necessary to 
tranship the Los Angeles cargo from 
San Francisco aboard the Pennsyl- 
vanie now on the way direct from 
New York via the Magellan route, as 

cargo was stowed for tranship- 
ment via Tehauntepec and the 
steamer diverted by wireless after 
she had sailed. This accounts for the 
Los Angeles cargo being in the bot- 
tom hold instead of the top, making it 
necessary for the steamer to proceed 
to San Francisco first.

be considered of importance beyond

AND EXPORTS OF FOOD. 
According to the report of the Depart- 


| ment of Commerce the imports of food- 


stuffs in their natural condition, including 
food animals, for the half-year ending 
March 13, 1913, was $117,194,237. For the 
like period in 1914 it was $143,421,536. The 
imports of foodstuffs partly or wholly pre 
pared for use was, for a similar period in 
1913, $95,714,241, and in 1914 was §$100,- 
967,378. 

Thus the imporfation of food products 
for six months was $31,480,436 more in 
1914 than it was in 1913. 

The exports of food products for six 
months last year was $295,857,876. This 
year it was $217,586,407, or $78,271,469 less. 

What was the cause of an increase in 
importations of $31,480,436 and a decrease 
in exportations of $78,271,469? The in- 
crease in importations is undoubtedly due. 
to the fact that foodstuffs on which there 
was formerly a tariff are now admitted 
free of duty. The reason for the decrease 
in exportations is not so obvious. It may 
be because consumption has outgrown pro- 
duction, and it may be that it is due en- 
tirely to decreased production. The farm- 
ers did not export so much because they 
did not raise so much, and they did not 
raise so much because the increased im- 
portation lessened or rather threatened to 
lower prices. ' 

Prices have not been substantially low- 
ered to the American consumer, because 
the foreign producer has increase4 his 
prices to the extent of the reduction in 
American tariff rates. 

The new tariff has resulted in no benefit 
whatever to the American consumer. It 
has increased by over $31,000,000 the reve 
nues of Argentine and Australian farmers, 
and decreased by over $78,000,000 the reve 
nues of American farmers. 

It is a big price, a very price, to 
for Woodrow Wilson.

At 16, as a stenographer, I found 
the insults coming my way a little more 
subtly veiled. In the chorus and cabaret 
the proposition came straighter and a turn- 
down was better understood. 

“I was a year in a dance hall at Taft. 
A woman couldn't be in a worse place, yet 
I found it easier to keep straight there 
than it could possibly have been to me in 
some respectable and underpaid position. I 
danced and sang and they paid me well 
for it When I said ‘no’ they let me alone. 
When I said ‘no’ in the chorus, in most 
cafes and in nearly all offices I was soon 
looking for a new job. There are managers 
who will give a girl a chance anyhow, 
plenty of them, I hope, but I never found 
one. It has been the same way with me 
in most things I tried from 15 to 25. 

“They say that anger puts the mind’s 
lamp out, but mine lights"up when I hear 
men say that a girl is bad because she 
wants to be. She is down and out because 
she has to live and every hand reached out 
to her is pulling the wrong way.”

FINISH BUNCO CASE.

“AN ACT OF GOD.” 


Railroad Claims it Cannot Help 
the Violations of the Sixteen-hour 


Law. 

Monroe C. List, an attorney of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, is 
here to assist in the prosecution of the 
action brought by the government 
against the Santa Fe Railway, for 
alleged violation of what is known as 
the 


to the effect that if by 
able accident, it was impossible for 
a train crew to make their terminus 
without violation of the sixteen-hour 


law, that the road must send an ex-/ ¥ 


tra crew to the scene, or as s00n as 
the sixteen hours shall have expired, 
to bring in the train. 

The road contends that if through 
no fault of its operating force mofe 
than sixteen hours are necessary to 
bring the train to its destination there 
can be no violation oi law, for the 
reason that it was not within the 
power of the com y to avoid the 
accident or unavoidable delay. 

Several decisions have coincided 
with that of Judge Wellborn, but 
Judge Sawtelle of Arizona has de- 
cided in favor of the railroad, and 
both cases_have been appealed to the 
United tes Circuit Court. 

It is Understood that whatever the 
cpinion of the Circuit Court the ques- 
tion will be taken up to the Supreme 
Court of the Unit States for final 
settlement. The common carriers state 
that they will makea stubborn resist- 
ance to a law that makes them re- 
sponsible for a delay that they have 
no means of avoiding, such as a flood, 
fire, collision, or any of the numerous 
accidents that are termed “an act of
